M r.  Chairman,  ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting,  for  your  information,  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Nantwich  Urban 
District  for  the  year  1964. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  district  for  the  year  was  10,980. 
There  was  a  marked  decrease  in  the  Death  Rate  and  an  increase  in  the 
Birth  rate,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  there  were  no  maternal 
nor  infant  deaths  recorded. 

There  were  again  no  notified  cases  of  diphtheria  or 
poliomyeltis  nor  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  This  is  very 
satisfactory  but  recent  events  have  shown  the  danger  of  complacency 
where  immunisation  is  concerned,  and  again  would  I  impress  upon  all 
parents  the  importance  of  having  their  children  both  immunised  and 
vaccinated.  There  were  no  lung  cancer  deaths  and  the  incidence  of 
other  forms  showed  an  appreciable  decrease  during  the  year. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  Members  of  the  Council  and  my  Colleagues 
in  a.ll  departments  for  their  continued  interest  and  help  through 
the  year,  in  particular  would  I  acknowledge  the  co-opcration  of 
your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  h- lp  in  the  preparation 
of  this  Report.

Nantwich  is  an  ancient  town  situated  in  the  south-west  corner  of  Cheshire 
and  is  a  market  town  for  a  large  and  important  agricultural  area.  The  River 
Weaver  and  the  Shropshire  Union  Canal  pass  through  the  district  and  in  parts 
both  form  the  boundary  of  the  Urban  Area. 

Industrial  enterprise  exists  mainly  in  the  form  of  clothing  manufacture, 
agricultural  machinery  and  a  tannery.  There  is  scope  for  the  establishment 
of  light  industries,  road  and  rail  communications  being  very  convenient;  by 
rail  the  town  is  served  by  the  main  lines  from  Crewe  to  Shrewsbury  and  the 
'West  of  England  and  good  roads  radiate  from  the  town  to  all  parts  of  Cheshire, 
Shropshire,  the  Potteries  and  North  Wales. 

The  level  of  unemployment  at  1 .8/  of  the  total  insured  population  of  the 
Urban  and  Rural  districts  at  the  beginning  of  1964  was  reduced  to  1.2/  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  These  figures  are  slightly  lower  than  the  National  average.

The 
source  of  supply  if  the  River  Dee  at  Llangollen  from  which  water  is  pumped  into 
the  Llangollen  canal  along  which  gravintes  to  the  purification' works  at  Hurleston. 
From  this  point,  Branch  mains  distribute  the  water  to  service  reservoirs  in  the  area 

served  By  the  Board. 

The  outout  from  the  Hurleston  works  is  sufficient  to  meet  the . needs . of  the 
district,  ^he  quality  of  the  water,  as  delivered  to  the  consumer  is  satisfactory 
as  shown  By  the  results  of  chemical  and  Bacteriological  examinations  which  were 
made  at  frequent  intervals.

The  population  of  the  Urban  District  numbering  10,980  are  housed  in  3782 
dwellings,  all  of  which  are  supplied  directly  from  the  public  water  mains.  There 
are  no  common  stand  pipes  in  the  district  but  there  are  approximately  ten  cottages 
which  are  without  an  indoor  supply.  These  are  shortly  to  be  dealt  with  by 
demolition.  There  has  been  no  contamination  of  the  water  supply  calling  for  any 
special  action  and  the  water  is  not  plumbo -solvent.  No  natural  fluoride  exists 

in  the  water. 


(b )  Sewage  Disposal 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  information. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Windy  Arbour  are  over  twenty-five. years  old  and 
consist  of  sedimentation  tanks,  filters,  humus  tanks  and  sludge  drying  "beds.  I he 
effluent  is  discharged  into  the  River  Weaver.  The  works  are  now  overloaded  ana 

plans  for  extension  will  shortly  he  prepares.. 
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All  Sewage  is  pumped  to  the  works  from  Beam  Bridge  Pumping  station.  The 
Storm  water  is  dealt  with  at  Bearn  Bridge  Pumping  station  where  the  storm  water 
tanks  deal  with  all  flows  above  3  d.w.f.  and  discharges  to  the  River  Weaver. 
There  is  an  increasing  problem  in  the  amount  of  sludge  produced  at  the  works 
and  the  drying  and  disposal  thereof. 

A  pumping  station  will  be  constructed  to  re-circulate  the  effluent  from 
sludge  beds  and  humus  sludge,  during  1965. 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams  Pollution 

Responsibility  for  this  work  was  transferred  to  the  Cheshire  Rivers  Board 
as  from  1st  October,  1951,  and  this  body  is  now  to  be  incorporated  in  the  Mersey 
and  Weaver  Rivers  Board.  There  have  been  occasions  from  time  to  time  when 
accumulated  debris  has  had  to  be  removed  from  the  Mill  Sluice  and  treatment  for 
rodent  infestation  has  also  been  necessary. 


3.  (a)  Closet  Accommodation 

All  premises  in  the  district  are  served  by  water  closets  with  the  exception 
of  those  of  which  the  Public  Health  Inspector  gives  details  in  his  reports  under 
the  heading  "Pail  Closets”. 


(b)  Public  Cleansing 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  and  trade  refuse  is  controlled 
by  the  Surveyor  as  is  also  street  cleansing.  Refuse  is  tipped . on  a  sate  in  the 
rural  district  and  no  complaints  have  been  received.  The  tip  is  visited  and 
treated  periodically  to  control  rodents.  Arrangements  made  with. the  rural 
district  council  to  empty  the  few  remaining  pail  closets  dealt  with  by  the  local 
authority  at  an  agreed  cost  worked  satisfactorily. 


(c )  Public  Baths 


The  Coen  Air  Swimming  Pool,  owned  and  controlled  by  the  Council,  is  open  . 
from  May  to  September  each  year.  The  pool  is  100  feet  by  50  feet  and  is  supplied 
with  brine  from  the  Council's  brine  well  at  the  rear  of  the  Old  Tov/n  Hall.  About 
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ounces-  of  brine  is  added  per  gallon  of  water.  The  pool  is  now  heated  and  the

water  is  filtered  and  sterilised  by  the  "Break-point"  chlorination  process  and 
fed  to  the  pool  through  a  cascade.  Mixed  bathing  is  allowed  and  dressing  boxes 
for  both  sexes  are  provided.  Cafe  facilities  are  available.  ihere  is  an  active 
Swimming  Club  in  the  town  and  arrangements  operate  with  the  County  Education 
Authority  for  organised  visits  by  school  children.

Mr.  Chairman  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting,  for  your  consideration,  my  report  upon 
the  work  of  this  department  during  the  year  19 64*  This  is  my  twentieth  report 
to  this  Council  and  it  is  difficult  to  offer  comment  without  repetition  over 
the  years. 

The  work  of  the  department  has  proceeded  smoothly  and  the  second  half  of 
the  year  brought  the  Offices,  Shops  &  Railway  Premises  Act  of  1963  into  operation. 
There  was  not  time  to  do  much  more  than  secure  registrations  and  compile  the 
register,  but  in  the  current  year  inspections  have  proceeded  in  considerable 
number.  There  is  close  and  useful  liaison  with  H.  M.  Inspector  of  Factories  in 
the  interpretation  and  administration  of  this  new  legislation.  The  provision 
of  a  further  seventy  two  flat  dwellings  was  welcome  and  the  introduction  of 
central  heating  appears  to  have  been  successful  in  these  dwellings.  The  clear¬ 
ance  of  Wood  Street  is  now  in  sight  and  we  hope  soon  to  see  some  progress  in 
Bearn  Street  with  a  view  to  clearance  and  redevelopment. 

I  wash  to  record  appreciation  of  continued  co-operation  and  support  by 
Councillors  and  fellow  officials  and  staff  throughout  the  year.

The  variety  of  items  dealt  with  in  notices  has  heen  hiaintained  and 
includes  dampness,  defective  plasterwork,  floors,  window  frames,  roofs,  yard 
paving,  water  closet  fittings,  dustbins,  water  pipes,  drains,  gutters,  downspouts 

etc. 

IV  HOUSING- 

Development  of  Whit eho use  Lane  Estate  for  houses  for  sale  continued  and  8 
houses  were  completed  in  the  year.  The  Marsh  Lane  site  has  been  virtually  completed 
with  only  the  central  area  and  odd  small  plots  outstanding  upon  which  building . was 
in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  new  shop  and  Post  Office  on  the  site  is 
much  appreciated  by  residents.  Development  of  the  Mount  site  for  private  building 
plots  was  continued  and  2  houses  were  completed.  Ten  dwellings  were  also  built  at 
Highfields  and  15  at  the  Parkfield  estate,  and  1  on  odd  sites,  all  by  private 
enterprise.  During  the  year  60  dwellings  were  completed  by  the  Locai  Authority 
b.ing  the  long  i  .ited  IIol.  .villo  flats  at  Davenport  ..venue,  ..allfiolds  Road  and 
jt  .tiou  View. '  Tin  t  >t  .1  of  post-,  .r  council  houses  and  fl  .ts  -..as  926  including  20 
temporary  houses.  Tenancies  were  granted  to  8 A  applicants  during  the  year  including 
the  rehousing  from  unfit  houses  and  8A  new  tenancies  commenced.  16  unfit  houses 
were  vacated  by  informal  action  and  one  as  a  result  oi  a  formal  closing  Ordei •  One 
house  was  demolished  by  informal  action. 

The  policy  has  been  continued  by  which  the  Council  acquire  suitable  properties 
for  demolition  with  a  vie?/  to  ultimate  redevelopment  of  sites. 

Mill  House  has  continued  usefully  to  provide  bedsitting  room  accommodation 
for  elder  by  ladies  and  the  members  of  the  W.V.  S.  along  with  the  resident  Warden 
have  maintained  a  good  service  in  the  day  to  day  administration  of  these  premises. 

It  would  seem  that  there  is  need  for  further  small  type  residential  accommodation 
for  elderly  people  in  close  proximity  to  the  town  centre  and  the  possibility  of 
developing  certain  sites  in  this  way  is  constantly  in  mind. 

Twenty-one  applications  for  Standard  Improvement  G-rants  ?/ere  received  and 
dealt  with,  and  ail  but  four  we  re  from  owner/occupiers.  In  connection  with  13 
houses  the  cost  of  the  works  done  during  the  year  amounted  to  £2,697. 1  A. 0. :  grants 
amounting  to  £862.10.7.  ?/ere  paid,  in  connection  with  10  houses  during  the  year. 
There  were  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  under  the  Rent  Act.  There 
has  been  constant  attention  to  the  repair  and  maintenance  oi  the  Council  houses 
and  flats  and  much  work  has  been  done  through  the  department  in  this  connection. 

V.  IHFS0TI0US  DISEASES 

Cases  of  "notifiable"  diseases  are  visited  ?/here  necessary  as  soon  as  possible 
after  notification. 

The  number  of  cases  of  diseases  notified  during  the  year  were  8  whooping  cough 
3  Scarlet  Fever,  1AA  Measles,  3  puerperal  Pyrexia  and  1  Meningococcal  infection. 

There  were  no  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year. 
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Where  desirable  the  disinfection  of  rooms  and  bedding  was  carried  out. 

Such  disinfections  are  always  carried  out  upon  removal  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculous 
patients.  Fumigation  is  carried  out  with  formaldehyde.  Where  requested, 
fumigation  and  treatment  of  bedding  is  carried  out  following  death  from  Cancer. 
This  practice  is  appreciated  hy  relatives  and  has  good  psychological  effect. 

The  immunisation  and  vaccination  schemes  have  been  operated  by  the  County 
Council  through  the  Divisional  Health  Committee.  Ever}'-  opportunity  is  taken  to 
encourage  parents  to  have  children  treated.  The  value  of  such  schemes  is 
reflected  in  the  absence  of  cases  of  diphtheria,  small  pox  and  poliomyelitis 
during  recent  yosocs. 


VI.  DAIRIES,  CO.. : SHEDS  AKD  MILE  SAMPLES. 


The  responsibility  for  administration  and  control  of  milk  production  and 
licensing  of  producers  of  designated  milk  lies  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries,  and  the  County  Council  is  responsible  for  control  and  licensing 
of  pasteurising  and  sterilising  plants  and  licensing  of  dealers.  This  leaves 
the  District  Councils  with  only  the  registration  and  control  of  distributors  of 
milk. 


The  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  Milk  Testing  Advisory  Officer  takes 
samples  from  producers  and  retailers,  but  results  are  not  available  for  quotation. 
The  County  Health  Department  frequently  samples  milk  at  pasteurising  and  sterilising 
depots  and  from  dealers  in  the  area.  The  following  Samples  were  taken  in  1  jGl+i  -

The  Building  Byelaws  require  installation  of  appliances  in 
new  dwellings  which  will  be  capable  of  burning  smokeless  fuel.  There  is  a  good 
liaison  with  the  Inspector  of  Alkali  Works  etc.,  who  visits  the  Local  Gas  Works. 

XVI.  SCHOOLS. 

No  complaints  were  received  as  to  the  general  condition  of  schools.  Treatment 
was  necessary  at  two  premises  to  deal  with  mice. 

XVI I .  LICENSED  BFEHISES 

The  department  co-operates  with  the  Licensing  Magistrates  by  submission  of 
a  report  upon  sanitary  requirements  annually  at  the  time  of  licensing.  There  are 
thirty  Licensed  Premises,  including  two  Clubs,  in  the  district.  On  the  whole 
the  sanitary  accommodation  is  satisfactory  but  there  are  houses  at  which 
improvements  are  desirable.  During  the  course  of  the  year,  one  premises  was 
enlarged  and  modernised,  and  indoor  toilets  were  provided.  The  premises  are 
conducted  in  a  clean  manner  by  licencees  and  there  has  been  no  occasion  to 
complain  in  that  respect.

In  several  instances  advice  was  given  to  occupiers  to  deal  with  minor 
infestations  with  ants  and  other  vermin  and  insecticidal  powder  was  supplied 
in  some  cases.

The  supply  to  Council  houses  was  derived  from  a  stock  held  in  the  Stores  Department 
and  58  bins  were  supplied  from  that  source.  A  tipping  site  has  been  used  in  the 
adjoining  Rural  Area  since  1961  and  there  is  now  no  refuse  disposal  tip  in  use  in 
the  Urban  Area.  The  present  tip  is  likely  to  be  completely  failed  during  the  cours 
of  next  year  and  a  new  site  will  have  to  be  found.

One  private  slaughterhouse  was  licensed  and  is  used  only  "by  the  owner/ 
occupier.  The  remaining  butchers  have  obtained  supplies  "off  the  hock"  from 
premises  in  the  Rural  area. 

Waste  and  condemned  material  is  removed  from  the  slaughterhouse  at  regular 
and  freouent  intervals  by  a  private  contractor.

The  standard  of  meat  quality  has  been  very  high  and  only  two  instances  cf 
cysticercus  bovis  were  found  when  the  carcases  were  consigned  to  cold  storage 
for  twenty -one  days  in  accordance  with  official  recommendations. 


The  following  is  a  summary  of  food  premises  in  the  district.  There  are 
18  registered  under  Section  1 6  of  the  1955  -w-ct  for  the  preparation  or  manufacture 
of  sausages,  potted,  pressed,  pickled  or  preserved  food  including  5  fish  frying 
premises;  3&  premises  are  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream.  118 
visits  to  food  premises  were  made  in  the  year  apart  from  18  visits  to  examine  food 
stocks.

There  was  one  informal  reference  under  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  but  no 
formal  proceedings  were  necessary . 

There  is  no  ice-cream  made  in  the  area  by  the  "hot  mix"  method.  Most  of  it 
is  obtained  in  a  prepacked  condition  from  wholesale  makers  in  other  districts. 

A  "Hot  Dog"  mobile  stall  operates  in  the  town  at  the  weekends  and  this  is 
subject  to  periodic  observation. 

There  have  been  continued  frequent  requests  for  examination  of  foodstuffs 
and  the  following  is  a  statement  of  goods  examined  and  disposed  of  in  a  manner  to 
prevent  human  consumption.  The  usual  method  of  disposal  has  been  by  burying  at 
the  refuse  tip.
